the Parliament, what by occaſion of their wants nct fo readily 
fupplyed as their neede required, what by miſuſing them with 
thele unhappy differences tallen in here betweene King & Peoplez 
tabouring by that meanes to devide thoſe forces into faftions, to 
theend the maine worke they haye in hand might benegleQed, 
which is the proſecution of the warre againſt the Rebels, & ſo far 
brought low inſome partes of Ireland, that if they can bee depri- 
ved of the benefit of this Harveſt, they are not likelytoſzethe 
next Summer. And therefore the Rebels finding that notwith- 
Nanding the diſtractions here occaſioning the ſlowneſle & [carce- * 
nelle of ſupplyes, yet they themſelves are in a farre worſe condi- 
= {ion being in want of moſt things neceſlary', not onely for the 
canaainge! a warre, but even of life the judgement of God 
ing remarkeable upon them in this, that as their bloudy and 
eacherous Religion made them inhumanely cruell in ſhedding 
he proteſtants bloud, ſonow the famine amongſt many of them 
ath made them unnaturally, and Canniball- like eate and feede jo 
one upon another. Therefore that they may have time to expe "P 
from their friends abroad new ſupplyes both of vidtuals and am- 
munitian,and may without moleſtation reape the fruite of this

Then did they beyiato ſet on foote an overture for 
a Ceſſation of Arr concerning which, whargoing and com- 
ming hath beene b&&ween the Court and the Rebels is very well 
knowne, and what meetings and treaties have beene held abou 
itin Ireland by warrant of his Majeſties ample Commiſlion {ene 
to thateffeR; and whatreception and countenance moſt pragma- 
ticke Papiits negotiating the buiinefle & found at Court, and chat 
thoſe of the State in Dublin who had ſo much Religion, and ho- 
neſty as todiflwade the Ceſſarion were firſt diſcountenanced and 
at laſt put out of their places, and reſtrayned to prilon,as Sir} Vi- 
liam Parſons one of the Lords {uſtices there,Sir lobn Temple Maſter 
of the Rolles , Sir Adam Loftns Treaſurer of Irelaud, and I reaſurer 
at watres,and Sir Raſiert Meredith one alſo of the Councell-Table. 
Secondly the. and Commons deſire it may be obſerved 
that during all th ages and negotiations the houſes of Par- 
liament were nevetacquainted by the ſtate of Ireland with the 
treaty of a Ceſlation,much lefle was their adviſe or Counſell de- 
manded, notwithſtanding that the care,and managing of the wat - 
was devolved on them both by Act of Parliament, and by his 
Majelties Commillion under the great Seale, to adyiſe, order, and 
diſpoſe of all chings concerning the government, and defence of 
that kingdome,but the wants of the Army were often repreſen= 
ted and complayned of, whereby with much craft aground was 
preparing for the prerext, wherewith now they would cover the 
Counſellot this Ceſſation, as if nothing had diawne it on, bur 
the extreame wants of their Armies, whereas it is evident, that 
the report of ſuch atreaty have beene ( ina great part) the cauſe 
of their wants,for thereby the adventurers were ditheartned, con« 
tributions were ſtopped, and by the admittance to Court cf the 
negotiators of this Ceſſation : their wicked Councell have had! 
that influence, as t6 procure the intercepting of much proviſi= 
ons which were ſent for Ireland, ſo that Ships going for Ireland 
with vicuals, and others comming from thence with commodi- 
ties toexchange for victuals, have beene taken by Dunkerkers ha» 
ving his Majetjies warrant, but alſo by Englich Ships commanded 
by $i Tobn Pennigton under his Majeſty. And moreover the Par- 
liament meſſengers ſegt into ſeyerall Counties with the Ordi- 
nance of 1anuary laſt fortoanes, and contributions, bave _ ta. 
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ken,and impriſoned; their Money Jo fromthem,; and not one 
penny eyther loane or contribution hath been ſuffered to be fenr 
in for Ireland, trom thoſe Counties which were under the power 
ofthe Kings army, while in the meane time the houſes of Parlia- 
ment by their otdinances,declarations, & follicitations to the Ci- 
ty of London, & the counties free from theterror of the Kings for- 
ces were {till procuring not contemptible ayde and reliete tor the 
diſtreſſes of Ireland, 

Thirdly, as the Lords and Commons have reaſon to declare a- 
gainſt chis plot 8 defigne ofa Ceſſation of armes,as being treated 
and carryed on without their adviſe, ſo alſo, becauſe of the great 
prejudice which will thereby redound to the Proteſtant Religion 
and the encouragement, and adyancement Which it will giveta. 
the practiſe of Popery, when theſe reb*1lious Papiſts, ſhall by this 
agreement continue and ſet up with more freedome their Idola» 
trous worthip,their Popish ſuperſtitions,and Romish abominations 
in all the places of their command, tothe diſhonoring of God, the 
grieving of all true Proteftant hearts, the diſpiſing the Lawesof 
theCrown of Engiand,and to the proyoking of the wrath of a [eas 
lous God,as if both kingdomes had not ſmarted enough already 
for this fin, ofroo much connyving at, and tolerating of Aytjchri< 
ſtian Idolatry, under pretext of Civill contracts and politick agrees 
ments. | 

In the fourth place they deſire it may be obſerved that this Celſ+ 
fation will prove diſhonotableto the publicke faith of this king= 
dome,it will elude and make null the ats andordinances of Par= 
liament made for the forfeyting of Rebels Lands, atthe paſfing of 
which acts it was repreſented that ſuch a courſe would drive the 
Rebels to deſpayre, & it prove ſo, but otherwiſe then was meant, 
For diſpayring of their force and courage they go aboutto overs 
come us With their craft, | 

Laſtly what ſhall become of the many poore exiled Protetant) 
turned cut of their eſtates by this rebellion, who muſt now con- 
tinue begging their bread, while the rebels ſhall enjoy their lands 
and houſes, And who ſhall ſecure the reſt of the Proteſtants that ey= 
ther by their ovwne courage,induſtry,& great charges hath kept 
their poſſeilions, or by the ſuccefle of our Armies have veene re» 


ſtored, can there be any aſſurance gotten from a pertidious ny 
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of a Ceſſation, from butchery , and breach of agreement, when 
they {hall ſcea fittime and opportunity, 

Theſe and many other conſiderations being well weighed, it 
will appeare evidently, that this deſigne ofa Ceſlation isa deepe 
plot laid by the Rebells, and really invented for their own ſafety 
and falſely pretended to bee for the benefit of our Armies: And 
whereas the Lnids and Commons havye no certaine information, 
that the treaty is concluded , but are informed by (everall letters, 
that all the Protesiants as well inhabitants as ſoldiors in that king= 
dome, are reſolyed to withſtand that proceeding, and to adven» 
ture on the greateſt extremities,rather then have any (ort of peace 
with that generation, who have lo cruelly, in time of peace, 
murthered many thouſands of our Countrey-men, and Jaboured 
to extirpe the Proteitant Religion from amongſt them, ſo they doe 
believe, that theſe rumors of a Ceſſation were firſt contrived by 
the enemies of our Religion and peace, and by their practiſes the 
treaty was carried on with much ſubtiliry and ſollicitation there» 
by to (toppe the ſending of ſupplies from thence to our Armies, 
and for the cooling of the affections of thoſe who have already 
ſhewed their zeale tothe weale of Ireland, and therefore the one= 
ly meanes to deteate this their policy , and prevent the evills in- 
tended by It, is to ſettle a courſe whereby the army of Ireland may 
be ar leaſt fenced againſt hunger and cold, for which purpole it is 
deſired, that all thoſe who are well affe&ed to the Proteſtant Reli- 
ligion, either in that or this kingdome. And all thoſe who by their 
adyentures already made, haye imbatked their particular intereſts 
with the publicke of that kingdome, and doe defire a good returne 
of their engagements will joyne their endeayours for obyiating 
of that necellity, which may be made a ſtrong argument to enforce 
a deſtructive Ceſlation of Armes,& that they would nor through 
too much ſuſpition and jealouſfie of it forbeare the providing of 
lupplies, and ſo occaſion that inconvenience which they ought 
by all meanes to prevent,for by ſo doeing they will looſe all their 
former painesand charges,and the withholding of proviſions will 
gaine credit to that calumny laid againſt this kingdome, and pe- 
glecting the armies of Ireland, and by the continuing of ſupplies, 
theſe forces will bee encouraged to continue the waire , and ſo 
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Andlafſtly theRetbels ſeeing aſliftance againſt them ſill Aow- 
Ing from hence mult needs be out of hope of proſecuting orcon- 
cluding this their deſigne, the cry of much Proteftant bloud, the 
great indigencie of many ruynate families,the danger of our Ree 
ligionalmoſt exiled out of that kingdome calls for this laſt at of 
piety, charity, juſtice,and policy from us, which being reſolved 
onletters are to beediſpatcht to the ſeveral] partes of that king 
dome to encourage the Commanders and ſouldiers upon the tore. 
ſaid reaſons and aſſurances, that they may not hearken to ſuch an 
unjuſt and deceitful] counſell, and as by their proſecuting of the 
warre.throeugh Gods bleſling, they have ſucceſle fully reliſted the 
Rebels cruelty, ſo they may upon this occaſion beware they be 
not over reached by their crafts, 

All which the Lords and Commons doe earneſtly deſire may 
bz ſeriouſly taken into heatt by all the kingdome, and that from 
thoſe other encouragements mentioned at large, in the ordinance 
of the fourteenth of 1xly laſt, and ſuch as arenow offered, a courſe 
may be taken whetrby ſuch a conſtant weekely contribution may 
be {etled,as will ſupply the Army in Ireland, T he meere neceſlity 
of nature which may be more punctually and ſeaſonably tranſ- 
mitted into the ſeyerall parts of that kingdome according to their 
reſpeAtive wants , thatſoſthe benefit and honour of {o pious a 
wor ke, happily begun , and ſaccelhively bitherto carryed-on may 
not be loſt when ſo little remaynes to be done, And that the ſa- 
ving of a kingdome, the recſtabliſhing of ſo many Proteſtants 

Churches, the repoſſeſling of ſo many thouſand, Chriſtians _ 
unto their eſtates may not be deſerted and ler fall to, 

the ground for alictle more paines and colt, | 
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
